liverance to thousands of their fellow- 
citizens who would have perished on 
the plains and in the mountains if it 
had not been for the succor which 
they received from the Sainte here. 

Situated as we are, with the pro- 
mises which God has made unto us, 
we may expect wenderfully sudden 
alterations to take place in our condi- 
tions and circumstances’ This is a 
rapid age.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 


Provo is agitating the subject of a tomato canning establishment. 

Governor West left Salt Lake for the East on the 23rd of November. 

Diphtheria and scarlet fever seem to be spreading rapidly throughout the 
Territory. 

It is expected that the early New Year will witness the issue of another 
monthly journal in Utah, under the editorial control of H. W. Naisbitt. 

The Provo Enquirer has been incorporated. It is expected that the paper 
will appear as a 32 columned semi-weekly, instead of 28 columned as it is 
now. 

Warden Brown, of the Utah penitentiary, gave permission to the friends of 
those imprisoned there to send such delicacies as they felt inclined to provide 
for the prisoners on Thanks Giving Day, Nov. 24th. 

William Felstead, an old gentleman who was sentenced about a year ago 
by Judge Zane to three and a half years’ imprisonment for polygamy, has 
been pardoned by President Cleveland. Mr. Felstead is a “ Mormon,” and 
is now in his 74th year. : 

The Denver Range Journal says: “In proportion to population Utah has 
the largest live stock interests of any Western State or Territory. It has of 
horses 300,000 head, value $12,000,000. Cattle, 500,000 head, value, 
$11,500,000. Sheep, 3,000,000 head, value $5,000,000, The production of 
wool in one year has amounted to 7,000,000 pounds. 

A company, known as “The Parian Marble Company,” has been organized 
in Utah, the object of which is to locate, lease, purchase, sell and work lodes, 
quarries, veins and deposits of marble building rock, coal and other minerals, 
both precious and useful. The principle place of business is to be Salt Lake 
City, and the capital is to be $1,250,000 divided into 250,000 shares at $5 
each. 

All the lands, tenements and appurtenances situated in Block 88, Plat A,“ 
Salt Lake City survey, designated, known as, and called the Tithing Houses 
stores and grounds; also all the lands, tenements and appurtenances situated 

in Lot six (6), Block 75, in said Plat “A,” designated, known as, and called 
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the Historian’s Office and grounds, have been leased by the Church authori- 
ties. The lease dates from Nov. the 15th, 1887, and is to continue until the 
suits against the Church now before the Supreme Court are determined. 
The rent is fixed at $200 per month. 


Brother Rodney C. Badger having been convicted of unlawful cohabitation 
for living with his wives, was before the court on the 21st ult., to receive sen- 
tence. The Judge: Will you obey the laws in future? Mr. Badger: Does 
it compel me to forsake my plural wife and her children? The Judge: — The 
law permits you to provide for her and them, but not to live with her. You 
are liable to be prosecuted if you visit the house of your second wife; keep 
away and thus avoid trouble. Mr. Badger:—My conscience will not allow 
me to forsake her. The Judge:—If you cannot promise to forsake her as her 
husband, you will be sentenced to six months imprisonment and to pay a fine 
of $100. Mr. Badger a little later was taken out to the Penitentiary, and 
there was added another name to the long list that are suffering for conscience 
sake. 

The crusade against the “ Mormons” in Idaho is going on with increased 
bitterness. Four of the brethren who had more wives than one were recently 
convicted of unlawful cohabitation under the Edmunds law; and because they 
had lived with their wives, had the additional charge of adultery placed 
against them. Because they would not make a promise renouncing their 
wives, Judge Hayes inflicted upon all of them the extreme penalty within his 
power, and ordered that they be placed in the United States penitentiary, at 
Sioux City, Dakota for the term of three and a half years. Six months of 
this time was for cohabitation, and the three years for the alleged adultery. 
Those subjected to this extreme prosecution are Josiah Richardson, of Malad; 
Austin G, Green and Sidney Weeks, of Bingham County, and William Severn, 
of Bear Lake. In the case of Milo Andrus, convicted, on his own testimony, 
of unlawful cohabitation, the judge was more magnanimous! Mr.|Andrus is sev- 
enty-eight years of age, almost blind, and an invalid. He was convicted a year 
and a half ago, but has been too feeble to appear in court for sentence. He 
tottered into court, supporting himself on two canes. Replying to the court, 
he stated that he had no promise to make to the effect that he would cast 
adrift his plural wife. The judge said he would take into consideration his 
helpless condition, and imposed a fine of $300. 

There are eight woolen mills in the Territory of Utah, the largest being at 
Provo, with a capacity of a 1,000 yards per day. The others at Salt Lake 
Washington, Springville, Brigham City, Ogden, Kingston, Beaver and West 
Jordan. Their aggregate capacity is 600,000 yards of stuffs per annum, 40,000 
pounds of yarn, besides considerable quantities of blankets. In this work 
they consume a million pounds of native wool and 5,000 pounds of native 
cotton grown in Southern Utah. The combined investment in those factories 


amounts to $400,000, yielding profits of from seven to ten per cent. and giving 
employment to 400 operatives. The total value of these manufactu * 
ducts is $375,000. They consists of choice flannels, linseys, cassimeres, doe - 
skins, jeans, shirtings, blankets, carriage robes, table cloths, batting and yarns, 
fully one half of which is exported, finding a market in Denver, Chicago, and 
other eastern points. 3

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REPORTED OUTRAGES. 

Tue following report of outrages committed against “Mormon” Elders in 
Alabama and Georgia has been going the rounds of the press in the United 
States, and has lately appeared in the papers in England: 3 
The Calera (Alabama) correspondent of the Chicago Times, writing on the 17th ult., 
gays: For the past three months six Mormon elders have been proselyting in this sec- 
tion, and also at several small towns across the Georgia border. Several converts were 
made at the latter place, and the indignation and wrath of the people could hardly be 
suppressed when on last Sunday four married women and two men left their homes and 
made public their intention of going to Utah. The people then gave the elders notice to 
moveon instantly. They refused at first, bat on Monday night two of them were taken 
out and tarred and feathered, and the next night two others were chased into the woods 
by hounds aad kept in the trees all night. The elders left the next day, and the converts 
are now missing also, leaving six forsaken homes. If the elders ever retarn they will be 
shot at sight. The Mormons began their work in the lower part of this county among 
the ignorant country people. They were snccessful there, and baptized a dosen or more. 
On Tuesday, while Elders Mower and Sea were conducting a meeting at a log school 
the mob threatening to hang them at every step; but on the intercession of friends * 
were released on their written promise to leave the county in twenty-four hours. D 
was the alternative if they returned. Both left that night, n 
escorted a portion of their way by an armed band of nearly one hundred men. Ar

assault upon the Elders or denying it, and we have no means of knowing 
whether it be true or false; but from our experience in the Southern States 
and our acquaintance with the methode employed to oppose the Elders in 
preachmg the Gospel, we think it quite likely that there are some grounds 
for the rumor.

Tus mat itself is an outrage, and‘ enseted in violation of ‘the spirit’ of 
American institutions—nay, even in violation of the express terms of the 


Constitution itaelf, which says: Congress shall make no law respecting an 
est blishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof“ his

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clause effects the law making power of the American government in two ways: 
First, it prohibits Congress founding a State Church; second, it prohibits 
the interference on the part of the law making power with any religious sect. 
The theory of the relation of Church and State in the American government 
is that the Church ought to be independent, unnoticed in the State; the State 
has nothing to do with her; the temporal power ought to take no cognizance 
of religious creeds; it should let them approximate or separate, let them go 
on and govern themselves as they think best; it has no right, no occasion to 
interfere in their affairs. On the other hand, the Church has no right to 
dominate the State, or interfere in its affairs; each is to be separate and 
independent of the other. Therefore when Congress enacts a law prohibiting 
the practice of a principle, well known to be part of the religion of the Latter- 
day Saints; and goes still further and aims a blow at the existence of the 
Church by disincorporating it, and confiscating its property, it is not 
necessary that one should be very profoundly learned in the law to under- 
stand that such proceedings are in violation of the spirit and letter of Ameri- 
can institutions. He who runs may read. 


Nor is it only against these unconstitutional and unjust laws that the 
Saints have to complain. Bad as those laws are of themselves, the adminis- 
tration of them is worse. One outrage crowds fast upon the heels of another, 
each succeeding movement of the enemy exceeding in atrocity the one which 
preceded it. The class of property which the law exempts from interference 
is seized upon by the agents of the courts, and in this issue of the Star is an 
account of the seizure of property and books not belonging at all to the Cor- 
poration at which the law is aimed. 


In the midst of these outrages which stir the souls of men with just indig- 
nation, the Saints may be comforted by the reflection that the enormity of 
the law and the infamy of our enemies is being exposed to the world. It 
was a maxim with the late President U. S. Grant, that the surest way to 
secure the repeal of a bad law was to vigorously enforce it. And if there be 
any truth in that maxim, and we believe there is, the manner in which these 
laws aimed at the destruction of the work of God are being enforced will 
lead to their annulment. Of one thing at least we may be assured, and, 
that is their infamy will be exposed. 


Meantime no right, no property will be surrendered that can possibly be 
maintained; on the contrary, every~illegal and oppressive effort of the enemy 
will be met by calm, 1 On this head the Deseret 
News says: 


Because the parties defendant are acting noiselessly, it does not follow that they are 
not watching as well as waiting, that the right may come uppermost, wrong be brought 
under the full glare of light, to be seen in all its hideousness, and justice be accorded to 
intended victims, Let the people retain the calm deportment that has thus far character. 
ized them under the present deprival of their rights. It sometimes happens that justice 
comes all the sooner when it seems most distant. It has transpired that when those who 
have been operating against its claims have imagined because there were no special ob- 
stacles in immediate sight they could transcend certain lines with impunity, they have 
for the right.

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The Saints may have full confidence in the brethren whose duty it is to 
watch over the interests of the Church and contend for her rights and liber- 
ties; every honest means that can be set in operation for the maintainence 
of right and truth will be employed. But should every éffort put forth fail, 
and the government should succeed in stealing the property of the Church 
under a form of law, even then let it be remembered that deep down in 
things somewhere is such a thing as eternal justice; and that over all is the 
power of God, who, in His own time andjin the way He esteems best, will 
avenge the Saints of theirenemies. For
